the realization of this was apparent 
in the faces of the workmen as they 
sang “America” and then tiled slowly 
'rom the hall.

not now foreseen intervenes, 450,000 
miners will quit work April I in an 
eft ort to enforce 
demand for 
ail in- 
< Teased wage scale. 
There have been intimations that 
either President Roosevelt or the Na­ 
tional Civic Federation may be asked 
to endeavor to rehabilitate the joint 
scale agreement or at least secure a 
discussion of means of bringing the 
operators and miners together again. 
As far as 
known, however, 
there is 
nothing definite on which to base this 
surmise. 
Highly significant statem ents were 
made by President Mitchell, first in 
his admonition that each m iner save 
enough 
from his earnings

“The resolution adopted Thursday 
is capable of no two interpretations.”

the house any sort of an “ ultim atum 
on subjects of legislation and has not 
held over the heads of congress the 
“ threat of an extraordinary session' 
if he does not obtain the legislation 
for w hich he Is hoping. 
T h is statem ent is m ade by author­ 
ity. 
It can also be stated that su g g e s­ 


tio n s of a com promise of any sort on 
rate regulation w h ich do not embody 
the substance of the president's rues 
sage on the subject have not appealed 
to the president. 
It can also be said 
that he doubtless w ould refuse to ac­ 
cept a com prom ise that would affect 
any essential feature of the p rop osed 
legislation. 
W h a t 
is known 
as the 
H epburn bill now under discussion by 
the house embodies substantially the 
president's view s as set forth in ins 
last 
annual message. 
In 
the ea rly 
days of the present session he thought 
the m easure 
proposed by 
the- in te r­ 
state com m erce com m ission was the 
most practicable 
offered, but 
after 
m ature consideration it seemed to him 
that the H epburn bill w as the better. 
M em bers of the- senate com m ittee on 
in terstate com m erce have assured the 
president 
that eith er 
the Hepburn 
bill or a m easure resem bling it in es­ 
sential features would be reported to 
the senate. 
The report of the senate 
com m ittee w ill not be unanimous, but 
It w ill represent the view s of a m a­ 
jo rity of the 
m em bers. 
The report 
w ill be supported, it is expected, by 
Senators Cullom, D o lliv c r and Clapp 
and possibly other Republicans and by 
the D em ocratic m em bers of the com ­ 
m ittee. 
It can be stated that w h ile the presi­ 
dent desires that such rate legislation 
shall be established as he has recom ­ 
mended. he is firm iii his attitude that 
the ra ilw ays as w ell as the shippers 
shall de dealt w ith ju stly. 
H e is con­ 
fident that legislation on the lines of 
the H epburn m easure w ill prove fair 
alike to the ra ilw ays and people. 
H e 
Is not tryin g to d ictate m atters of de­ 
tail and of course 
w ill preserve an 
open m ind as to proposed am endm ents 
w hich do not affect the m aterial and 
sub stan tial features of the bill. 
Sen ators D olliver and 
Clapp had 
another talk with the president during 
the day on the rate regulation ques­ 
tion. follow ing a m eeting of the sen ­ 
ate com m ittee, at w h ich the subject 
was under consideration.

Sen ate Com m ittee Sets Date for V ote 
on Subject. 


W ashington, Feb. 3.— Railroad rate 
leg islation w ill be voted upon by the 
senate com m ittee on interstate com ­ 
m erce Feb. 16, an agreem ent to that 
effect having been reached during the 
day. 
The differences of the opposing 
factions have narrow ed down to th*- 
ourt features of the bills, but these 
present a variance adm itted to be fa ­ 
tal to a harm onious com m ittee report. 
T h e y m ay be sum m arized in this pro­ 
vision: 
W h e th e r there shall 
be a specific 
p rovision 
for re view 
by the I nit cd 
States courts of orders of the in te r­ 
state com merce com m ission estab lish­ 
ing rates before suc h orders become 
operative. 
On this question rests the fate of 
the favorite issue of the president, as 
subm itted hi his message. 
T h e Hepburn ra te b ill does not con­ 
tain 
tHis provision in direct term s, 
but it meets w ith the approval of the­ 
ad rn in ist rat ion. 
T h e supporters of the measure as 
w ell as the D olliver-Clapp bill, w hich 
is built on sim ilar term s, contend that 
com m on carriers have the same righ ts 
as other persons and can go into the 
courts 
and 
secure 
an 
injunction 
against an order of the com m ission 
and 
there 
is no 
occasion to 
enact 
som ething that is alread y provided for 
by existing statutes. 
T h e opposing forces hold that w ith ; 
out 
the special 
provision demanded 
by them the in terstate commerce com ­ 
m ission w ill be all powerful. 
M em bers of the senate com m ittee 
in sist that there is no significance in 
the reaching of an agreement to vote. 
T h e arrangem ent carries with it an 
agreem ent 
to m eet Feb. 9 and 
daily 
th ereafter and consider 
the various 
b ills before the com m ittee. 
It Is believed that before that, tim e 
the Hepburn b ill w ill have passed th e 
house. 
In that event 
the house bill 
w ill furnish the basis for discussion
